WAR FINANCES 
ARE EXAMINED 
BY ECONOMISTS 

Election ol Oliicers to Be Held 
. at Next Meeting 

DEBTS REPATRIATED 



Letiche and Hollinger Pre- 
sented Main Talks of 
Evening 



The McGill Political Econ- 
omy Cltib held Hs fifth meeting 
of the yc.ir I,i.st niglit in the 
Union Cafcterin. Martin Hol- 
linger and Jack Letiche spoke 
on llic topic "War Finances in 
Cnn.ida." 

Deals with War Financing 

Hollinger's talk dealt mainly with 
the internal part of war financing 
and stressed the incidence of pay- 
ment for the war. • He stated that 
the principle laid down by the 
Government on tlie outbreak of the 
war— Equality of sacrifice based on 
ability to pay was not entirely be- 
ing adhered to. However, he did say 
that there was an increase in in- 
come, from $4 to $4.6 billions and 
that unemployment figures were 
down, but that full capacity has 
yet to be reached. Letiche dwelt 
mainly on the external features of 
war finances, namely, the question 
of foreign exchange. The latter 
stated that curtailment of con- 
sumption will have to be resorted to 
if the national income cannot be 
raised sufficiently to supply the 
needs of the armed forces. Also, he 
declared, prohibiting the import of 
goods releases money which can be 
taxed. Furthermore, the present 
needs of Britain for goods produc- 
ed in Canada has led to the repatri-

The executive of the club also 
stated that consumer rcicarch is a 
refined technique for "sounding" 
commercial markets. "It is anala- 
gous to the survey technifjue used 
in the Gallup, Fortune and other 
polls. Dr. Bois is experienced in 
such work, since the Institute quite 
recently conducted a research in 
buying habits of Canadians in pat- 
ent medicines. The same technique 
has also been used in Canada with 
regard to public preference in ra- 
dio programmes."

Despite the horror and the useless 
bloodshed of all this strife, the war is 
bringing us together and is making us see 
beyond our own provincial borders. Citi- 
zens of the United States and Canada have 
long realized their common heritage and 
ideals. Students of both countries study 
in the neighbouring lands, unconsciously 
pooling the educational resources of the 
two countries, prttinE tlie odiers' point of 
view and realizing how much we do have 
in common. However, despite nil the 
.'speed of modern transport the old world 

' and the new are still far apart. For years 
there has been a stream of citizens from 
the American nations going to the sources 
, of our culture in the old land, but the num- 

■ ber of these is only a verj' small percent- 
age of the millions living on this side of 

■ the Atlantic. The traffic from the other 
aide, however, has been a one-way journey 
of migrants to a new home. Few people 
in the mother country ever come to Amer- 
ica merely for the sake of travel. Most 
Englishmen have the grace to admit that 
theytngarded us as a bunch of colonials 
andnnit "they knew little of our way of 
life. 

• All that is changing now: thousands of 
our boys arc in Britain's front line, while 
the German bombs have driven to our 
shores the children of the mother land. 
Many of the coming generation, the states- 
men of tomorrow, are growing up in homes 
.' .across Canada and the United States, are 
attending our schools, and are getting to 
know America, the Americans and Cana- 
dians. 

The dream of an English-speaking 
union seems to draw nearer to reality now 
when we realize that we rlierish the same 

■ ideas and ideals, and have the same way 
of life. This unity may be able to form 
the nucleus for a new world federation.

So you want to write a column? O, you don't'

We assume you have the title for your col- 
umn, and your pen-name.

Negli- 
gence of this rule shows utter lack of jour- 
nalistic tact, and i* liable to bring about your 
unpopularity. Secondly, \6m must write some- 
thing funny. If it's something seriou.":, the 
DAILY is no place for it. The FORGE is, but 
the FORGE won't take it. So don't waste your 
time. If it's poetry, throw it away. And, finally, 
never frfll to insert the frord "hell" at least 
once each time, "Damn" is a good substitute, 
but it is always the best policy to use both. 
Breach of this rule involves your being brand- 
ed a conservative and dull writer. 

When your mast'crpiece actually appears in 
print, eavesdrop on some unsuspecting readers. 
That's your reward; you get exactly what you 
merit. Only, watch your step. That guy whom 
you observe hopefully opening the DAILY 
and then reading the sports page instead ot 
the features — have mercy on his .soul. Always 
keep in mind that we feature writers do not 
particularly care to have people who read the 
sports page as our readers. After all. . . . 

A word of warning. Don't go about telling 
people who you are. Let them find out through 
someone else; it makes a greater impression 
on them. The right way: "See that guy? He's 
Yehudy!" The wrong way: "Do you work for 
tfte DAILY'" "Well, occasionally. You see. I 
write a column. I don't know if you ever read 
it (you must appear modest). It's a silly thing 
called 'Yoohooditties.' Tee Hee!" And the other 
fellow says; "Oh." The pitch of that vowel 
is not always musical. ■ 

Once discovered, you have a reputation to 
live up to. You simply have to be funny in 
réal life. People fail to realize that columnists 
•re ordinary, common, dull individuals — the 
pot-beliicd businessmen of tomorrow. You'll 
find the majority of your readers being thor- 
oughly disappointed on meeting you. Don't let 
that bother you. When you're not around, 
they'll say: "You know' Yehudy Is a pal of 
mine!" And boy! will their pectoral regions 
ever swell with pride! 

Then there are those who will offer you 

"ideas." No doubt, said ideas will — un- 

confldentially. But the persons who offer them 
mean well, so you can't let them down. You 
must say: "That's a swell Idea; I'll use it some 
time."— and leave It at that. "Some time" Is 
safely protected by a thick layer of future. 

For those who make it a habit to tell you 
bluntly that they don't like your stuff, you 
must have only admiration. At least they tell 
you it. H you can't take it, do as all important 
literary figures do; disregard their comments 
u the product of literary ignorance. (Attention: 
M.L.). 

The most annoying readers you come across, 
however, are those who ask you why you write 
a column. What can you tell them? You can't 
tell them that you enjoy writing; you can't 
tell them what a pleasant feeling it is to see 
your work in print; you can't tell them that 
thé only people who are known by a consid- 
erable majority on the campus are the colum- 
nIsU; you can't tell them that it's a real treat 
to see strangers taking the DAILY home with 
them, end that they are actually taking a bit 
of you along to be their pal for a f«w mo- 
mènts; you can't tell them those things-they 
won't understand. The only foolproof reason 
to offer is: "Just for the hell of it." 

One more thing. Have patience with those 
who put your column on Uie dummy.
